The Indian— What shall we 
do with him. 

We (ten thousand -whites) hnvo fifty 
thouBftnd Indians. What shall wo do 
•tviththeui? Perhaps, under the cir- 
cumstances, it would bo inoro proper 
to ask, what shall they do with us? The 
public mmd has recently boon agitated 
upon tho subject; and although the 
question is one which must find a solu- 
tion at tho hands of the Dominion 
Govemmont, yet it is one which more 
'directly concerns the people of this 
Province. In tho House of Commons, 
■ on tho 17th April, Mr Kobcrt Wallace, 
niembor for Vancouver Diftrict, en- 
quired "Whether it was the intention 
of tho Govemmont to employ an armod 
vessel to cruise in tho waters of Bi-itish 
Columbia for the protection of tho 
outlying settlers against depredations 
by tiie Indians, and at the same time 
. to assist- in the suppression of the 
present illicit and pernicious traffic in 
fklooholic liquors among the Indian 
Tribes." To this highly proper ques- 
tion Sir George E. Cartior returned 
' an onsMrer to the effect that arrongc- 
luents had been made by which one 
of. Her Majesty's ■war boats would 
perforiS that service. Tie answer was 
g^: far from satisfactory. Her Mo.- 
josty'fl war boats lie-in EHquimalt 
harbor and to move thorn is a 
matter involving considerable red tajie, 
time and money. A difliculty arises 
between tho whites and Indians on the 
Skeena. Intelligence of tho affair 
roaches tho seat of tho Provintual 
Govenimentiu due course. The Gov- 
ernment at Ottawa is telegraphed to. 
Authority to have a war boat sent up 
is obtained. The boat goes, but, ten 
chances to one, it only arrives in timo 
to find that tho whites have been 
butchered and tho Indians have ilcd 
into tho unknown interior with scalps 
andj plunder. Tho deserted ranchoria 
is shelled and reduced to ashes, and 
floaa innumerable perish. But what 
care.the Indians for that ? When the 
boat has left and all danger is past, 
come back and rebuild, and, 
possibly, re-enact their villany. Un- 
questipnably Mr Wallace's idea is the 
correct one. To be of real service an 
armed' vessel must not confine her 
Tisits to such occasions. It is preven- 
iion, not cure, that is wanted. Were 
iua'im&ed vessel constantly cruising in 
these waters, and unexpectedly visiting 
the various settlements along the coast, 
the Indians would bo impressed witli 
tho presence of 2:)0wer, — a power from 
which they would have no timely 
warning to escape. The iuihicnco of 
such an nn'angcment upon the Indian 
mind may bo in some degree inuigined 
from tho following incident: More 
than two years ago Lidians broke 
into the store-house of tho Quocu 
Charlotte Coal Mining Company, on 
Queen Charlotte Island, and, amongst 
other property, earned off a large 
quantity of blasting powder, some 
twelve kegs, wo boliovc. Since the 
reported Skeena mas.sacre, on hearing 
that the gunboats would bo up, the 
chief of Gold Harbor brought two of 
tho stolen kegs and delivered thorn 
up as a sort of ]>eace offering. It is 
only just to the Indiana of British Col- 
umbia to say that they are not, upon 
tbe whole, difficult to get on with. 
They are neither blood-thirsty nor 
warlike, as Indians go; but they re- 
quire td be hold with firmness and 
justice. Once convince them that tho 
that the laws are good and the arm 
strong to enforce them; that the Gov- 
ernment moans to deal fairly and will 
keep faith withtlicm, and little trouble 
need 1)0 apprehended. On the contrary, 
h.'t them onco get the idea that tho 
legal arm is weak, and that they may 
tranHgroHH with impuiiify, and neither 
life nor property woidd be safe in the 
outlyijig BottlemtintH. The Indians 
have a sort of vague impression that 
imuortant political changes have taken 
place which may seriously aiTcct Iht.'ir 
r<9latio]is with tho Govemmont, if not 
jeapordizo their supposed rights and 
proper^ interests. Tho sooner these 
Bomi-savagcs are made aware of tlio 
real uatui'o of tho change, the sooner 
they are made awaro that the policy of 
tlie Dominion Government to\vards tho 
In^omt^is just and good, aud the soon- 
er ihisy' are made conscious of the 
prosenoo of Federal power and author- 
ity the more securely will the scalps 
.wiiites Tepose.

Ti!E Baroness Biivdett Conit;; is once 
more — and, a", usual lending her aid 
fn a lidly aiul cdiaritalilo piirjioso.

Hi(nis are much cheaper than they were 
a month ago. Soimdiines tlio market 
is glutted witli everything you neetl. 
Good meat (mutton and beef) -l^d. io 
fid. per lb.; water, 2s. Gd.j puraiDkins 
(very largo), Is. to Is. Gd. each; 41b.
